Departure From New York of the Squad- 
ron of New United States Cruisers Under 
Command of Admiral Walker—A Dis- 
tinguished Party Bid Them God Speed 
—They Will Touch at Boston and Then 
Go Direct to Europe. 

New York, Nov. 19.—Amid the boom- 
ing of cannon, drooping of flags, waving 
of hats and handkerchiefs, and cheers 
from many throats, Admiral John G. 
Walker and his squadron, comprising 
the ships Chicago, Boston, Atlanta and 
Yorktown, with bunting flying and 
all the gay panoply of war, sailed 
majestically down the North River 
shortly before noon yerterday. Accom- 
panying the huge men-of-war was the 
Dolphin, which went as far as Sandy 
Hook, having on board as passengers 
Secretary Tracy of the Navy, Secretary 
of War Proctor, ex-Congressman John

S. Catlin, Everett PP. Wheel- 
er, H. C. Polhemus, Judge Callen, 


ex-Secretary Whitney, Admiral Ge- 
rhardi, Lieutenant H. B. Harold and 
Colonel Findlay Anderson. The guests 
were taken on boari the Dolphin in a 
barge. Just as the barge left the dock 
at 10:45 ex-Secretary Whitney arrived, 
and the barge returned to the dock for 
him. In honor of his arrival Admiral 
Walker ordered thirteen guns to be fired. 
At 11:16 the signal was given, and at 
11:20 the Chicago moved, after a 
salute of nineteen guns, and passing 
between the Dolphin and the Atlanta 
led the way to the bay.

Opening of a New Dental College 
for Biack Students.

new Meharry Dental College for col- 
ored peop'e, a branch of the Central 
Tennessee College was dedicated in 
South Nashville this afternoon with 
great ceremony. 

Dr. W. H. Morgan, President of 
University of Tennessee Dental 
school, delivered the opening ad- 
dress. 

He was followed by ex President 
Hayes, who dweit upon the history 
of the negro race. and predicted for 
it a great future. 

Judge David M. Key, of Chatta- 
nooga, who was Hayes‘ Postmaster- 
General, spoke. 

Dr. J: C. Hartzell, Secretary of

The Downfall of Monarchies 
Predicted. 


Kings, Queens and Emperors 
Must Go. 


Interview With a Spanish Statesman Who 
Thinks the Brazil Revolution a Prelude 
to Others—Emilio Castelar Talks Freely 
About the Change and Predicts That 
the Sway of the Autocrat in Europe is 
Nearly Over—How the Revolution in 
Brasil First Started. 

New Yorx. Nov. 22.—A copyright 
dispatch from Paris to The Herald con- 
tains the following: ‘I am not in the 
least surprised to know that Brazil has 
at last deciled for a republic,” said 
Emilio Castelar, the Spanish statesman, 
to me. ‘In fact, my only wonder is 
that she did not do so sooner. It is only 
a few weeks since I assured a prominent 
French statesman that the tendency in 
Brazil was irresistibly in that direo- 
tion. 

“To one who has, as I have, studied 
the condition of things in South America 
it has long been apparent that the 
thinking classes there wero too deeply 
imbued with the spirit of republi- 
canism to make any other form of gov- 
ernment more thun temporary. Dom 
Pedro has always tried to conceal this 
fact from Europe, and he had more or 
less succeeded. It is simply ridiculous 


to claim that the revolution in Brazil | 


was due to the recent abolition of 
slavery, for the men who have had the 
most to do with overthrowing the 
empire are precisely the ones who 
brought about the liberation of the 
slaves, and in both cases they were 
simply — in accordance with the 
enlightened ideas of the century. 

‘As to the effect this revolution 
have upon Portugal, while I do not fool 
like prophesying that it will lead to the 
ssintaisbo ent a@ republic in that 
country, Iam convinced it will havea 
direct and marked effect in li izi 
the policy of the Portuguese monarchy. 
The two nations are really but one, 
with the same language, customs and 
tendencies, and the action of Brazil can- 
not but react upon Portugal. Besides, I 
have reason to know that many of the 
most influential and able Portuguese 
writers and orators, such men as Latino 
Coelho and Beossio Braza, are heart and 
soul in favor of a republic. 

‘In Spain, I think, the immediate 
effect of this South American upheaval 
will be less marked. Were we under a 
conservative monarchy, oo with 
the masses, I should think differently, 
but the government of Spain is very 
aorags and is = - own 7 ap- 
proaching a point where re canism 
Will assert itself as a _ wher of course 
by the universal consent of the people. 

ere is no need of precipitating 

movement, but all the countries of Eu- 
rope may well find food for reflection 
in this almost unprecedented event. 
Think of it. ‘They awake in the morn- 
ing and find that a nation almost as 
large.as all of them put together has in 
the twinkling of an eye, and without 
violence, changed from empire to re- 
ublic. 

**The revolution is over, and the new 
order of things is well established be- 
fore they were aware the older order 
was pempromised or that « revolution 
was threatened. Curious, is it mot? And 
they may at last — their eyes to the 
fact that mankind entered-upon an 
era of reason, snd are no longer to be 
driven against their fellows in murder- 
ous herds and slaughtered by thousands 
like unreasoning brutes to suit the 
eaprice of some vain autocrat who 
boasts that God made him their master. 

‘The sway of the autocrat on this old 


coatinem is nearly over. If there is 
any one thing I believe with all my 
heart it is that before fifty years Europe 


will be republican from end to end. I 
believe the oy will be brought 
about without the horrors of war as eas- 
ily as it has just been brought about in 
Brazil. As naturally as a man lays 
aside one coat and puts on another, be- 
cause he likes the other better. The 
peoples of Kurope are growing wiser 
every year, and seeing better what are 
their real interests. 

‘*They will one day say to their kings, 
queens, emperors and princes: ‘We 
are masters here after all; this coun 
is ours; there is the door—go;’ and then 
kings, queens, emperois and princes 
will go, and it will be a beautiful sight. 
You look incredulous and think me a 
utopist, but what would you have 
thought had I told you a week ago that 
to-day Brazil would bea republic. As 
Isaid, I believe these great ch 
will be accomplished without war. Nor 
do I believe Europe is now threatened 
with war.”’ 


How It Started. 


New York, Nov. 22.—The Herald’s 
special correspondent in Brazil cables 
as follows from Rio Janeiro: 

‘Two battalions stationed in this city 
were ordered f-om Rio to distant pro- 
vinces.

But, I never re- 
sign myself into.the hands of my at- 
tendant togdo with ‘me as he pleases. 
Any one who does that, or’ who has not 
sufficient judgment to.temper the bath 
to his physical constitution and present 
condition, runs a terrible risk every 
time he takes such a bath. He may es- 
cape for years, and then-lose his life by 
it. The human body is not constructed 
to stand such extremes of heat and cold, 
without producing weakness, and ljabil- 
ity to colds and deadly congestion?’—

“PRETZELS MADE BY .HAND. 


The Only Sort the Epicurean German Will 
Deign to Consume, 


“There is no use in trying to make 
pretzels by machine,” saida Washington 
baker man to a reporter. “I’ve at- 
tempted it, and it’s a dead failure. ‘The 
Germans won’t buy any but the hand- 
made, which, for some reason nobody 
has been ever able to make out, are 
sweeter and of'a better flavor, even when 
the dough used is precisely the same 
in both. Then, again, the ones turned 
out by- hand have a delicious sort of skin 
which the machine-made lack. A curi- 
ous thing, it is, too, since there is no 
difference in material, the -kneading is 
the same, and the onty variation in pro- 
cess“ is between stamping with gteel 
dyes and twisting into’ shape with the 
hands,” ek 

“Did you ever, see a pretzel made? 
Then just look here,” continued the 
baker man, grabbing as -he spoke a 
small hunk of ordinary bread dough 
from a beap on the table close by.. He 
rolled the hunk rapidly over the board 
with both hands until it was a long 
thin, cylindrical strip. Then taking 
each end of the strip between a thumb 
and forefinger he curled it with two or 
three quick motions into the shape of a 
perfect pretzel. The whole proeess re- 
quired perhaps four seconds, but he was 
not trying to do it rapidly. 

“But a pretzel isn’t made of ordinary 
dough,” suggested the newspaper man. 
_ “Its material is simply flour and water 
with six pounds of lard added for each 
barrel of flour. The pretzel dough ts 
made up just like bread dough, and thé 
factory hand turns the pretzels-eut one 
by one in precisely the way I showed 
you.. As fastas they are given shape, 
like this one I have just made, they are 
thrown into kettles of boiling lye, kept 
at the temperature necessary by steam 
jackets. A moment later they are fished 
out with skimmers and thrown upon a 
bed of salt. Finally, with what salt 
adheres to them they are picked up gin- 
gerly and laid in ovens withthe unsalt- 
ed sides down. -Whensthey are done 
they are ready for consumption, usually 
with beer. No method has thus far 
been discovered of salting pretzels oth- 
erwise than by hand, so delicately must 
they be handled at this stage of the per- 
formance.” 

“But how are they cut out by ma- 
chinery?” 

“Like ordinary crackers. The dough 
is rolled out in thin sheets and laid 
upon an endless belt, which carries 
them along beneath a steel die that 
euts out half a dozen or more pretzel- 
shaped pieces at each hammer-like 
stroke. The pretzels produced in this 
way look exactly like the hand-made, 
and,.being of the same material, ought 
to be quite as good, but they are not. 
The rest of the process has to be per- 
formed by hand anyway. I fancy that 
the Germans are prejudiced also against 
machine-made pretzels because they re- 
gard them as against manual labor. 
Anyway they sell for three cents a 
pound less in the .market than the 
hand-made ones bring. Pennsylvania 
is the great pretzel-making State. It is 
an enormous industry in Scranton, 
Philadelphia, especially in Pottstown, 
and all through the coal-mining _re- 
gions, which are thickly settled with 
Germans. The people employed in 
manufacturing them age all of. that 
race, and in fact wherever you find 
pretzels in the world the German is 
found also. To the Teuton they are, in 
conjunction with beer, what ambrosia 
was to thegods, with nectar on the side.” 
—Washington Bar. 


IN JAPANESE COSTUME. 


The Countess Oyana Receives at Home in 
the Old Native Dresses. 


The Countess Oyana, wife of the 
Japanese Minister of War, is one of the 
few ladies of the court cirele at Tokio 
who receive at their own homes in the 
native costume which European fashions 
are so fast driving out of the land of the 
Mikado. The Countess prefers the com- 
fortable and picturesque Japanese dress 
to the foreign costumes. which the court 
has adopted,and this in spite of the fact 
that she is one of the first Japanese 
women educated in America, having 
graduated at Vassar in 1882, the only 
woman of her race who has received the 
baccalaureate degree. Stematz Yama- 
kawa, as she was known before her mar- 
riage, spent about ten years in this 
country, coming with the Japanese em- 
bassy in 1872, and returning so thorough- 
ly Americanized that she had almost 
forgotten her own language. She is re- 
membered by her college mates as an 
exceedingly attractive girl, pretty — 
even to American eyes—tall, graceful 
and well formed. The return to her 
native country was tg her something of 
an ordeal. She came here a girl of 
twelve, adopted the Christian religion 
and the customs and™~ habits of 
thought of Western civilization and 
went back a marriageable woman of 
twenty-two with cthe knowledge that 
her parents would immediately find a 
husband for her, very possibly. one not 
at all in sympathy with her ideas. Fort- 





Count Iwao Oyana, who was himself ed- 
ucated in France, and as whose wife she 
fas taken immediate rank in social and 
philanthropic circles in Tokio. A num- 
ber of Japanese women have since come 
to this country as ‘students and several’ 
are here now. Miss Shige Nagai enteted 
the Vassar Sehool of Music in 1878,.and 
made a leve match with © Lieutenant 
Uric, of the Japanese ‘navy, who was 
educated. by his government at our 
Naval Academy at Annapolis, and first 
met his piquant countrywoman at a 
Vassar fete to which a number of An- 
napolis youth were invited. The wed- 
ding was agreed upon before either re- 
turned home. One of the festivities 
attendant on the marriage in Tokio was 
the amateur presentation of ‘“The Mer- 
chant of Venice” before *the court ‘and 
Mikado. Miss Ume Tsuda studied’ at 
the Archer Institute. imi Washington, 
and is now teaching in Tokio in the 
Peeresses’ School for Japanese Noble- 
women.—N. Y. Mail and. Express.
